Greenbelt’s a Three-Time MML 


Winner with City’s GAIL Project 


Greenbelt grabbed a moment 
in the spotlight at the recent con- 
vention in Ocean City of the 
Maryland Municipal League 
(MML). For the third time in re- 
cent years Greenbelt won an 
MML Award for Excellence in 
the category of large cities for a 
creative program that could well 
become a model for any city with 
similar concerns. All three 
awards were featured at a special 
booth in the exhibit hall to show- 
case the city. 

This year the award high- 
lighted the Greenbelt Assistance 
in Living program (GAIL), which 
enables senior residents and those 
with handicaps to continue to re- 
main in their homes. The pro- 
gram was developed out of re- 
search conducted by a volunteer 
study group, the Assisted Living 
Task Force. It had been created 
in response to a request by the 
Senior Citizens Advisory Commit- 
tee. The research project was 
funded by a grant from the 
NORC Supportive Service Center 
in New York City. 

The GAIL program, which be- 
gan in 2001, helps local seniors 
access available resources. It also 
has developed new resources to 
help senior citizens age in place. 
Director of the program is Commu- 
nity Resource Advocate Christal 
Parker Batey, who had gathered a 
collection of pictures for the city 
exhibit to illustrate various activi- 
ties carried out within the pro- 
gram. 

The program offers direct ser- 
vice to 375 Greenbelters accord- 
ing to an article in Municipal 
Maryland, the MML publication. 
Indirectly the program serves over 
15,000 residents, caregivers and 
their families. 

Besides personal referrals, the 
GAIL program offers a brown bag 
food program through the Capital 
Area Food Bank, free mental 
health assessment and counseling, 
community nursing services in 
conjunction with Bowie State 
University and a senior suicide 
awareness campaign and depres- 
sion screening.

Pet Expo 

Last year the MML Award for 
Excellence honored an entirely 
different Greenbelt program, the 
first of what seems likely to be- 
come an annual city event, the 
Pet Expo. This project was cre- 
ated in 2001 by the city’s Animal 
Control Program under the direc- 
tion of Suzie Hall and in conjunc- 
tion with the Greenbelt Dog Park 
Association and the GHI Pet Sub- 
committee. Its purpose was to 
provide animal owners with out- 
reach education about their pets. 

Interested groups — over 30 
businesses and organizations — 
were invited at no cost to set up 
exhibits offering information, 
demonstrating their services and 
showcasing pet-related merchan- 
dise. Events like dog races and 
dancing dogs and a moon 
bounce for children enlivened the 
activities. Lecturers provided use- 
ful information. 

According to the city’s de- 
scription in Municipal Maryland, 
there was almost no cost to the 
city beyond set-up and staffing 
for this fun and informational 
event. 

Street Sweeper 
The first of the city’s special 


recognitions from MML, awarded 
in 2001, was actually shared with 
the three other municipalities that 
jointly make up the Four Cities 
Coalition — Berwyn Heights, Col- 
lege Park, Greenbelt and New 
Carrollton. The award was for 
their cooperative purchase and 
operation of a street sweeper. 

Jointly they were able to pur- 
chase a heavy machine for about 
$100,000 that each city individu- 
ally would not have been able to 
afford. Cheaper machines, it had 
been determined, were not ad- 
equate to carry out the work that 
needed to be done. 

The directors of public works 
for the four cities were able to 
work out a schedule for operating 
the vehicle and sharing mainte- 
nance costs, although one city as- 
sumed responsibility for mainte- 
nance in order to preserve conti- 
nuity. 

According to the MML recog- 
nition, a further value of this co- 
Operative purchase was that the 
staffs of the four cities involved 
had developed closer lines of 
communication on other pro- 
grams as well to solve problems 
of their individual cities and ful- 
fill their needs.

Sign Placement Distances

How far away from the polling 
places can candidates put their 
signs? The Greenbelt Board of 
Elections thought that the current 
restriction of 300 feet from the 
building entrance was too far 
away and recommended a change 
in the city ordinance. Placing 
the signs a football field distant 
from the entrance to a polling 
place is so restrictive that they 
are useless. Without election 
signs and candidate poll workers 
some people feel that elections 
are not being well advertised. 
Apparently turnout has declined 
since the 300 foot rule was 
adopted. 

Greenbelt City Clerk Kathleen 
Gallagher asked the city council 
for direction at the end of a 
worksession held on June 22. 
An ordinance would need to be 
introduced at the July 11 regular 
meeting and adopted at the Au- 
gust regular meeting in order for 
a change in this voting regula- 
tion to take place before the 
next election campaign season is 
to begin. 

Staff put forth a novel idea 
that if all candidates posted just 


their signs together without poll 
workers, that would not be elec- 
tioneering but simply informa- 
tional. The members of council 
did not discuss that idea but in- 
stead went back and forth over 
whether or not to set a new dis- 
tance limit of 100, 125 or 150 
feet. 
Consensus 

Mayor Judith Davis sought 
council consensus for 150 feet. 
She did not get it. The 150 
foot limit would enable voters to 
park in polling place parking 
lots in back of any signs and 
“not be hit with people knock- 
ing you over the head with 
‘vote for, ‘vote for,” she con- 
tended. 

At first Councilmember Leta 
Mach agreed with Davis. “I can 
see why 300 feet is impractical. 
I’m okay with 150 feet.” But 
She later clarified her comment. 
She was also very happy to 
leave the 300 foot distance as 1s, 
but might compromise at 150 
feet.

Proposed Absentee Ballot 
Changes Require Amendment

The Greenbelt City Council 
proposed a significant expansion 
to the absentee ballot regulations 
at the June 20 council meeting. 
This change will be voted on at 
the July 11 city council meeting 
and Mayor Judith Davis encour- 
aged all who have an interest in 
this topic to attend that meeting. 

Under the proposed expanded 
absentee voting, any qualified 
city voter may vote absentee ei- 
ther by mail or in person at the 
city clerk's office without provid- 
ing an excuse or reason. Cur- 
rently a resident must prove that 
going to the polls on election 
day is impossible by reason of 
religious beliefs, physical condi- 
tion or absence from the city on 
the day of an election. 

The change had already been 
discussed at the June 6 city 
council meeting. However, sev- 
eral steps are necessary to its pas- 
sage. City Manager Michael 


McLaughlin indicated that the 
city charter would need modifi- 
cation so that the change, if ap- 
proved, must be passed in July 
to allow time for the necessary 
process to permit the new absen- 
tee ballot regulations before this 
fall’s elections. See City Informa- 
tion ad on page 5. 

State law requires changes to 
the city charter to be advertised 
to the public for their input and 
comments. This advertising 
would take place in August.

Public Safety Committee 
Raises a List of Issues

On Wednesday, June 22 the 
Greenbelt City Council held a 
worksession with the Public 
Safety Advisory Committee 
(PSAC) on the safety issues of 
window guards, needed cross- 
walks and towing regulations. 
The first issue addressed was 
that of PSAC’s recommendation 
that guards be placed over cer- 
tain windows to prevent children 
from accidentally falling out. 
The report was prompted by sev- 
eral unfortunate incidents at 
Springhill Lake involving acci- 
dental falls of toddlers from win- 
dows. Chairperson Silke Pope 
noted that though the issue had 
fizzled when it was raised several 
years ago, the proposed rebuild- 
ing of Springhill Lake could 
provide the perfect opportunity 
to reintroduce the issue and al- 
low for safeguards to be included 
in the planning. 

Though the council was gen- 
erally sympathetic to the issue, 
Mayor Judith Davis expressed 
the need for more information on 
guard options and comparable 
ordinances in other municipali- 
ties. Several members also noted 
that an ordinance might be 1m- 
practical since Springhill Lake 
seemed to be the only Greenbelt 
community with such a problem. 

Crosswalks 

The second item on the 
agenda was PSAC’s proposal that 
several crosswalks be installed in 
Greenbelt East. Several council- 


members supported crosswalks. 
In addition, they wanted one at 
Edmonston Road, which many 
school-age children frequent. 





The final item on the agenda 
was PSAC and community con- 
cern over towing practices in 
Greenbelt. Council was tasked 
last year to address the problem 
by disgruntled citizens in several 
public forums. Many citizens 
are concerned about price goug- 
ing and overzealous towing by 
the towing companies. As Davis 
pointed out, however, the debate 
brings up the sticky issue of 
public versus private property — 
what rules can the City of 
Greenbelt legally enforce against 
towing companies and properties 
that call for cars to be towed 
away? 

Council and city representa- 
tives concluded that the best 
course of action would be to 
hope that the upcoming Prince 
George’s County legislation on 
towing practices passes, negating 
the need for Greenbelt’s own 
policy which would be difficult to 
pass or enforce. 

Specifically, the county legis- 
lation would take care of com- 
plaints about irregular towing 
company fees; clarify that owners 
who arrive after their car has 
been hooked to the tow truck 
but before it has been towed 
away have the right to have the 
vehicle unhooked for a nominal 
fee and require towing compa- 
nies to accept credit cards and 
money orders in addition to cash. 
PSAC, council and city represen- 
tatives concluded that making 
information on rights of vehicle 
Owners more readily available 
would also alleviate some of the 
problem.

Putens urged Mach to hold fast 
to 300 feet and then announced 
that he was sticking with her. 

Councilmember Konrad Herling 
said he had been out at the vari- 
ous polling places looking at 
what the various distances meant. 
He found that it depended on 
which polling place you were at 
as to the distance that would be 
okay. His preference was for 125 
feet.

Aneurysm Screenings Offered in Bowie 


Doctors Community Hospital 
will provide free abdominal aor- 
tic aneurysm screenings for com- 
munity residents on Wednesday, 
July 20 from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. at 
Bowie Senior Center, 14900 
Health Center Drive, Bowie. 

Abdominal Aortic Aneurysm 
(AAA) is an enlargement in the 
lining of the main artery leading 
from the heart through the abdo- 
men. As the artery lining gets 
weaker due to age or other risk 
factors, the wall of the artery be- 
comes thinner. An aneurysm can 
form in the weakened wall and 
rupture (or tear), causing serious 
internal bleeding. In fact, 80 
percent of ruptured AAAs lead to 
death. 


Most people with an AAA 
have no warning signs. People 
may be at risk if they are over 
60 years of age, have cardiovas- 
cular disease, have pulmonary 
disease, have a family history of 
AAA or if they smoke. Screen- 
ing can help detect AAA early 
so the disease can be treated be- 
fore it leads to serious conse- 
quences.

with a screening expert who can 
help to confirm positive risk fac- 
tors and determine whether 
Screening iS appropriate. The 
AAA screening is painless, pri- 
vate and only takes about five 
minutes.

Important business had to be 
carried over into a new special 
meeting for GIVES (the Greenbelt 
Volunteer Exchange Service) 
when certain items at the annual 
meeting on June 11 could not be 
brought to a conclusion. The 
new meeting will take place at 
10 a.m. on Saturday, July 16 in 
the Community Center. 

The first item will be election 
of a new chair and secretary for 
the 2005-2006 term. Although 
no firm nominations were pre- 
sented at the June meeting for 
the two positions, Vice Chair 
Judith Davis expected to be able 
to make nominations for both 
posts at the forthcoming meeting 
in July. In the meantime John 
Taylor and Ruth Huggins both 
agreed to continue in their cur- 
rent respective positions for an- 
other month. 

The other major item will be 
continuation of a general free- 
wheeling discussion of the future 
of GIVES.

AARP Program Topic Is Money Management 


The City of Greenbelt, in part- 
nership with the AARP Founda- 
tion, will be offering money man- 
agement services to Greenbelt se- 
niors aged 60 and over and dis- 
abled adults aged 50 and over. 
The free program has two compo- 
nents. 

In the first, AARP will train 
volunteers as “bill payers” to as- 
sist clients with limited incomes 
who are still in control of their fi- 
nancial affairs but need help orga- 
nizing their bills and checkbooks. 
The bill payer helps the client to 
manage monthly income and ex- 
penditures, writes checks for the 
client to sign, assists the client 
with paperwork related to bill pay- 
ing and assists in obtaining Medi- 
care prescription drug coverage 
benefits. 


ated, a bylaw was passed desig- 


nating what remaining financial 
assets other organizations in the 
city would receive should GIVES 
ever disband. Now the purpose 
of the city’s newly established 
GAIL program (Greenbelt Assis- 
tance in Living) so closely mir- 
rors that of GIVES that it seemed 
the obvious choice to receive 
any of the latter’s assets and the 
bylaws were changed to bring 
about this outcome. 

Besides Mayor Davis, three 
other members of the Greenbelt 
City Council attended the June 
11 meeting — Councilmembers 
Konrad Herling, Leta Mach and 
Edward Putens. These three, as 
well as Councilmember Rodney 
Roberts, all serve on the GIVES 
Advisory Board. 


In the second, volunteers are 
trained by AARP as “volunteer 
representative payees” to serve 
people designated incapable of 
handling their own finances by 
the federal agency administering 
the benefit — usually the Social 
Security Administration. The rep- 
resentative payee maintains con- 
trol over the benefits, signs all 
checks, spends the money to meet 
the current needs of the client 
and obtains Medicare prescription 
drug coverage benefits. 

There are income and asset 
limitations on those receiving 
program services. 

AARP provides insurance cov- 
erage of client funds, program 
policies, procedures and materials. 
Extensive training and technical 
assistance on program develop- 
ment and management is also 
provided. AARP recruits volun- 
teers and reviews financial moni- 
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toring performed by the state and 
the City of Greenbelt. 

The Money Management Ser- 
vices Program will also have an 
advisory committee with Attorney 
Karren Pope-Onwukwe and repre- 
sentatives from Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc.; Adult Evaluation and Review 
Services; the Department of Fam- 
ily Services Area Agency on Ag- 
ing; the Social Security Adminis- 
tration; Bank of America; and 
Adult Protective Services. 

The program started July 5 
with a mailing from AARP to over 
5,000 potential volunteers. 
Money Management Program par- 
ticipants are not required to join 
AARP. People who would like to 
volunteer as a bill payer or repre- 
sentative payee or who would 
like to receive money manage- 
ment services can call Christal 
Parker Batey at 301-345-6660, 
ext, ZU 12.

Greenbelt's Celebration: Three for the Fourth 


It Was a Glorious Fourth!

We celebrated 
Independence Day 
by going to the 
band concert and 
watching the fire- 
works at Buddy 
Attick Park follow- 
ing a busy day 
preparing for house 
guests arriving on 
the sixth. We were 
joined by our sister 
and brother-in-law 
and their son and 
family, all from 
Springfield, Va. 
They chose Greenbelt as the best 
place to watch fireworks, having 
been here before. 

It was a perfect summer 
evening. Warm but not too hot. 
A nice gentle breeze blowing un- 
til sunset. A cloudless sky. 

With some poor walkers among 
us, we decided to drive a car load 
to the parking lot at the park, re- 
served on that day for vehicles 
with handicap tags. Our tag got 
us a quick wave in by a police 
officer at the entrance where there 
were still plenty of spaces. On 
Crescent Road we would have 
had to park several blocks away. 

We found a spot with a good 
view of the area where the fire- 
works are shot, off to the side of 
the band platform. It’s been a 
few years since we’ve heard the 
band play on the Fourth. My 
first surprise was the quality of 
the sound, not only off to the 
side where we were but through- 
out the park. Sound master 
Kenny Voigt and his crew did a 
bang-up job with the audio. 

I thought the band sounded 
great, one of its better perfor- 
mances. I particularly enjoyed 
the Tchaikovsky 1812 Overture, 
for some reason a must at all 
concerts at this time of the year. 
I didn’t remember the big set of 
chimes toward the end of the 
piece. A great addition. 

Most of the group also 
thought the band sounded great. 
However, our grandnephew, a 
middle school trumpet player, felt 
that his band did a much better 
job. He felt the pace under Direc- 
tor Tom Cherrix was too slow and 
that some of the instruments 
failed to come in together at the 
start of music lines. How he 
could tell, ’'m not sure. He had 
his walkman stuck to his ears 
throughout the concert. 

The fireworks began promptly 
at 9:15 p.m. and lasted the prom- 
ised half-hour. The “Welcome to 
Greenbelt” set piece was a nice 
beginning and easy to read from 
across the lake. The crew had 
difficulty getting the American 
Flag set piece going, but eventu- 
ally it looked fine. I thought it 
might had been better to have 
the flag at the end of the perfor- 
mance. 

Comments were made as to the 
lack of other set pieces. I ex- 
plained, however, the previous 
decision to spend more money on 
aerial rockets because many more 
people are able to see the rockets. 

The public works crew did a 
fine job setting off the fireworks. 
There were few gaps and they 
were short. One beautiful burst 
followed another throughout the 
event. Everyone seemed to be 
really pleased with the show. 

However, the finale was disap- 
pointing. In past years there were 
many more rockets involved in the 





finale, not to men- 
tion multiple dis- 
plays at other 
points in the show. 
I suspect the bud- 
get squeeze has 
had something to 
do with this. While 
maybe it wasn’t the 
best show the city 
has put on, it was 
still a great one en- 
joyed by all. 

We waited a 
while for the crowd 
to disperse before 
wending our way back to the 
parking lot. The path we chose 
no longer continues to the park- 
ing lot as a path as it once did. 
Instead, it becomes first grass and 
then part of the playground. The 
deep layer of mulch in the play- 
ground is better to play on than 
to walk on but we made it. 

We waited a few minutes in 
the van for a break in the line 
headed toward the park exit before 
we got into it. After a few starts 
and stops we were directed to- 
ward Kenilworth Avenue. Both 
lanes of Crescent were filled with 
cars heading in the same direc- 
tion. The Greenbelt police were 
doing a good job of getting all 
the cars out of there. 

I made a mistake by not con- 
tinuing toward Kenilworth. In- 
Stead, we turned north onto 
Ridge Road past the police sta- 
tion. We crawled along, blocked 
a couple times by cars making 
U-turns out of their parking 
spaces and delayed at stop 
signs.
